| Was served today with a copy of 
an information filed Saturday in 
the St. Louis Court of Appeals, 
asking that he be removed from 
the practice of the law ‘rom this 
state. 

The disbarment petition, filed by 
the Advisory Committee of the 
Supreme Court of Missouri, 
charged Falzone with soliciting 
business from a number of St. 
Louis county tavern owners in 


the State — to expel Fal- 
zone, but the proceedings were 
dropped after he resigned Nov. 
1. 1945. 

It is charged «<p ecifically that 
Falzone, while serving as attorney 
for Taverns, Inc., an organization 
of tavern owners and operators, 
solicited the retaining of himself 
as cotinsel to represent individual 
members when they were charged 
with violations of certain state 
statutes. The petition states the 
solicitation was addressed to about 
65 members on his stationery as 
an attorney. 


It is charged further he made 
the solicitation in person at a 
meeting of the association in Feb- 
ruary 1939, in the rathskeller of 
the Claymo Hotel in Clayton. 

The second count alleges that 
Falzone solicited a bribe of $1500 
from Mrs, Lillian V. Maccallum 
at the Governor Hotel in Jeffer- 


son City on Feb. 19, 1946. He is 


alleged to have offered in return 
for the money to prepare and in- 
troduce a bill relating to the oc- 
cupation of cosmetologists which 
‘Mrs. Maccallum desired to have 
enacted, and to work for its pas- 
sage by both houses. 

The petition was filed after the 
bar committee had conducted a 
formal hearing here last March 12 
and 13 at Hotel Jefferson.

PRAGUE, June 14 (UP) — Pre- 
mier Klement Gottwald, Moscow- 
trained Communist, was elected 
President of Czechoslovakia with- 
out opposition today, succeeding 
Eduard Benes, who resigned in 
protest against the new Commu- 
nist: constitution and recent one- 
ticket elections. 

Gottwald was elected unani- 
mously to a seven-year term by 
the hand-picked Communist-domi- 
nated Parliament in the ancient 
Viadislav hall of Hradcany Castle. 
Benes in 1946 had been elected 
President for life. 

Two hundred e of the 
deputies chosen May 30 voted for 
the stocky, pipe-smoking Premier 
by raising their hands. His nomi- 
nation was the only one entered 
by the deputies of all the “reborn” 
political parties. 

A flag was raised over the presi- 
dential palace, a 21-gun salute was 
fired and police-planes circled 
Prague. Gottwald, who was not 
present for the voting, was sum- 


moned to hear the news.

Gottwald’s Oath. 
Gottwald, in taking the oath, 
said:

If Military Men’s Theory 
Is Right, U.S. Is ‘Dan- 
gerously Weak,’ Asso- 
ciation Says. 


— — 


WASHINGTON, June 14 (UP)— 
An investigation of military dec- 
larations that the Arctic is the 
nation’s first line of defense in 
the atomic age was proposed to- 
day by the Foreign Policy Asso- 
ciation. 

If military leaders are correct 
in their “theories and assump- 
tions,” it said, the nation is “dan- 
gerously weak” and should begin 
building its polar defenses imme- 
diately. If wrong, it said, “this 
should become known so the 
country can focus its attention on 
areas of greater importance.” 

“Arctic Diplomacy” Criticized. 

The recommendation was made 
by Blair Bolles, the association's 
Washington director, in an article 
critical of this country’s “Arctic 
diplomacy.” As now practiced, he 
said, it only adds to United States- 
Russian tension with no guarantee 
that the nation will be safe- 
guarded in event of attack. 

‘Bolles said that if an investi- 
gation is stanted it might also in- 
clude the actual “striking power” 
of long-range bombers, guided mis- 
siles and other modern weapons. 


Although military leaders have 
depicted the awful consequences 
6f-a trans-polar atomic attack, he 
wrote, the Unitéd States has been 
unable as far as is known. “pub- 
licly” to guide a missile far 
enough to span the Arctic and it 
is “still a’ question whether a 
plane loaded with bombs 
carrying adequate supplies of gas- 
eline could... cross the Pole and 
return to their bases.” 

Alaska Called Weak Spot.

Hinds said he had been put in 
jail illegally and was assaulted by 
Policeman Lloyd Houston, Wo 
had accused him of destroying ck 
jail property, a charge of which; 
he later was acquitted. 

The petition said Hannibal had 
retained Houston in its employ, | # 
“with full knowledge of his many 
various, vicious, deadly and feloni- | #2 
ous assaults on other people.” It | me 
further assailed the doctrine of 
governmental immunity as being 
based “solely on the abhorent 
theory that the king can do no 
wrong.“ 

Said the court today: 

“Immunity from liability for acts 
of public officers in the exercise 
of governmenta] functions is not 
retained in this country to per- 
petuate the idea that the king can 
do no wrong. . 

“The principal reason is that 
general rules cannot be applied to 
public officers without opening up 
unlimited possibilities for wasteful 
and dishonest dissipation of pub- 
lic funds. . Any change (in law) 
must be made by the Legislature.“

“Why Should I?” 

Snyder, when asked why he 
didn’t raise the rate on one-year 
governments, is apt to ask a ques- 
tion in return: “Why should I?”

The President on Russia 


The “twilight period” in which the nations 
find themselves currently is not the result of the 
American attitude toward Russia. It is, instead, 
the result of the Russian attitude toward the 
world. In this clear fashion President Truman 
analyzed the international situation in his speech 
at the Universiy of California, a speech which 


was the most important be has made so far in 


The United States, he said, finds no difficulty 
in living at peace with nations which have eco- 
nomic ideas different from ours. As examples, 
he might well have cited our co-operation with 
Great Britain's Labor Government. 

For that matter, he might have pointed to 4l- 
most any of the Western European nations for 
the reason that Socialist thinking has a very 
considerable part in the shaping of their affairs. 
That, however, has been no barrier to Marshall 
plan aid—aid which was offered to Russia but 


rejected, and denied by the Kremlin to the less- 


er countries which have fallen under its dom- 
ination. 

The President pointed out that the United 
States quickly disbanded its great fighting or- 
ganization once the war was won. Even the 
atom bomb was offered to other governments un- 
der safeguards which appealed to the common 
sense of mankind. Acceptance of this offer, how- 
ever, was blocked by Russia. 

The United States also took the lead in the 
drafting of the United Nations Charter. But 
this, too, has been deprived of much of its po- 
tential for peace by the Soviet Union's use of 
the yeto. The United States seeks no territory 
and plans no aggression. On the contrary, as 
Mr. Truman said, Washington follows “a policy 
of recovery, reconstruction, prosperity — and 
peace with freedom and justice.” ‘ 

Thus by a recapitulation of the logic of events, 
the President allowed the onus of the cold war 
to fall where it belongs—on the rulers of the So- 
viet Union. But he did this without rancor, The 
Russian attitude, he said, has been the most bit- 
ter disappointment of our time.” The United 
States, like the rest of the non-Soviet world, 
sincerely desires peace, he said, and it hopes for 
an end of the misguided Russian ideas about 
American instability which seem to be at the 
bottom of the Kremlin’s pugnacity. 

In a way, the speech was the latest word in 
the American answer to the recent Russian 
“peace offensive.” This nation is ready to dis- 
cuss outstanding differences, said Mr. Truman, 
but it is interested in peace and not in propa- 
ganda. Let the Kremlin give a token of its 
earnestness by abandoning its stiff-necked way 
in Korea and in Greece, and it will find that “the 
door is always open for honest negotiations look- 
ing toward genuine settlements.” 

It will:find then that the United States is not 
interested in toying with the destinies of other 
nations, but in creating conditions under which 
all may live in prosperity free of coercion. 

After his remarks about Stalin as the prison- 
er of the Politburo—a view not shared by all 
diplomatists—it may be that Mr. Truman feels 
that a clear understanding of the problem by 
the Russian people may yet lead them to em- 
power a leader able to work in harmony with 
the democracies. Considering the way Russia is 
currently governed, that hope seems to lack im- 
mediacy. 

Nevertheless, it was well that the President once 
more presented the American position with such 
clarity. It brings reassurance to all outside the

tions of world peace exist, that the temple can

themselves of their misconceptions and decide 
to take an honest hand in the work. 
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Who Minds a Power Famine? 

Secretary Krug told the American Society of 
Mechanical Engineers that “we will spend the 
winter of 1948-49 tottering on the brink of a 
serious breakdown because of overworked power 
generators.” Then he adds, “This is without al- 
lowance for such influences as increased indus- 
trial demand resulting from orders for the 70- 
group Air Force.” 

This is no alarmist utterance; it is a mere 
statement of fact. There is no part of the coun- 
try which has not felt the effects of a power 
shortage. The demand for power is growing by 
geometric progression, yet the power industry 
increased its capacity last year only 4 per cent. 
The rate of expansion is now on the way to be- 
ing doubled, but it is very doubtful that this will 
be enough. 

As an example of increasing demand, Barron’s, 
the financial weekly, forecasts that the consump- 
tion of power by food-freezing alone will in- 
crease by 11 billiqn kilowatt-hours in the next 
seven years. The flood of gadgets being installed 
in homes and the consumption of power in man- 
ufacturing are expected to be far greater. 

When in the face of all this, diehards in Con- 
gress oppose the construction of a stand-by steam 
plant for the TVA and block the development of 
hydroelectric sites unless the projects. are pri- 
vately sponsored, public r is bound to 
result. 


Two years ago James B. Black, president of 


the Pacific Gas & Electric Co., appeared in 
Washington to assure the lawmakers that no fur- 
ther federal power projects were. needed in his 
section of the country—private power companies 
were amply able to take care of the load. With- 
in a year, West Coast industries dependent on 
electricity were laying off men for lack of pow- 
er, and the condition continues to this day. 

Congress should turn its back on power lob- 
byists and get down to the serious business of 
setting up a power policy to meet the natién’s 
needs. 
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A Veto That Should Be Upheld 


Thinking it unwise to exempt the railroads’ 
private bureaus and committees from anti-trust 
penalties, President Truman has vetoed the Bul- 
winkle-Reed bill. The proposed exemption ap- 
plies only to activities that have the Interstate 
Commerce Commission’s approval, but Mr. Tru- 
man brushed this aside and said that the bill 
lacks “adequate saféguards to protect the public 
interest.” The railroads have long operated in 


_ a private cartel with the ICC’s tacit nem.

Indeed, there would be no Bulwinkle-Reed 
bill if the railroads were not under attack in 
the Supreme Court for jointly fixing rates, limit- 
ing services and curtailing competition.

The Alien Within the Gate 


One of the blackest chapters in the history 
of civil liberties in America was written in 
late 1919 and early 1920 when Attorney General 
Palmer issued telegraphic warrants for the ar- 
rest and deportation of more than 6000 aliens. 
For the most of these there was no showing of 
disloyalty, yet 3000 were imprisoned. 

.Now another Attorney General, Tom Clark, 
wants to encroach upon the rights of aliens per- 
haps more drastically. He is seeking for the 
Immigration Service the right to deport aliens 
without an impartial hearing, Which they are 
now guaranteed under the Administrative’ Pro- 
cedures Act. 

Attorney Genera! Clark first tried’ to suspend 
the hearings by fiat. But he was enjoined by 
Federal Judge Goldsborough. So he is sponsor- 
ing a bill in Congress to permit the Department 
of Justice to drop the hearings. 

If aliens can be deported without due process, 
they can be browbeaten and pushed about at 
will. And the Immigration Service has a record 
of using its power too arbitrarily and caprici- 
ously already. 

If, moreover, the Immigration Service is ex- 
cepted from the Administrative Procedures Act, 
other federal bureaus will be encouraged to seck 
exemption. American citizens would be threat- 
ened by star-chamber decrees. Secrecy in gov- 
ernment is contrary to American practice. As 
Lord Acton said: 

Everything secret degenerates, even the 
administration of justice; nothing is safe 
that does not show how it can bear dis- 
cussion and publicity. 

There should be no chiseling away at the pro- 
tection of the Administrative Procedures Act. 
Particularly should there be no star-chamber 
rule for aliens, who would lack the friends and 
influence to fight back.

HONG KONG. 
The difficulties of present-day moderate 
Chinese politicians can be seen plainly in 
this British .colony. A number of middle- 
of-the-road leaders and groups are refugees 
here now, having been driven from China 
itself by the hostility and intolerance of 


the Government, To some extent the trip . 


has been out of the frying pan into the fire. 
‘Cast forth by the extreme Right, they have 
come to depend on the extreme Left for at 
least some of their support. 
The Chinese Com- 
munists maintain an 
active organization 
in Hong Kong. This 
organization has wel- 
comed the refugees, 
has helped them and 
has sought to control 
their actions and 
speech. 
Middle leaders and 
groups are victims of 
the sharp cleft in 
Chinese politics, Chiang Kai-shek 
which tends to make everybody take one 
side or the other in the big struggle. 
One of the most important refugee 
groups is the so-called Kuomintang revolu- 
tionary committee, of which the principal 
Hong Kong figure is Marshal Li Chi-shen. 
Marshal Li and his group are old-time polit- 


ical and military leaders, who have co- 


operated intermittently. with Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-shek\since the early 1920s, but 
‘who have frequently been at outs with him. 

At present they dre absolutely against 
his leadership and that of many of his close 
They say this leddership is 
despotic and untrustworthy and has be- 
trayed the principles of Sun Yat-sen, the 
Kuomintang party’s founder. 


Split in the Kuomintang 

Marshal Li’s statements during the past 
year have been close to the Communist 
line. The impression they have. * L 
perhaps misleading. 

Marshal Li has had close connections in 
the past with Gen. Li Tsung-jen who has 
just been elected China’s Vice President on 
a reform platform. It is possible that these 
connections are still actively maintained. 
It may be in the cards that Li Chi-sen’s 
and Li Tsung-jen’s movements will combine 
in the future, thus producing a strong re- 
form Kuomintang that can stop the civil 
war and negotiate. with the Communists. 


An important group that has been caught 
embarrassingly between the Right and the 
Left is the Democratic League. The League

was outlawed last October by the Chinese 
Government, which produced some not very 
convincing evidence that it was secretly 
helping the Communists, Many observers 
felt that this was a mistake—that the Gov- 
ernment was shortsightedly driving a true 
middle group farther to the left. This judg-

Easy Game for Reds 


The bulk of the League seems honestly. 


to want democracy rather than dictator- 
ship either by the Right or by the Left, 
but this majority is relatively inarticulate. 
At present it is fairly easy for the Commu- 
nists to produce a seemingly united front 
between the League and itself. This is of 
some importance because the League has a 
considerable following in the influential in- 
telleetual class. If the Government gave it 
freedom to operate it might be able to in- 
still reservations about the Communists. 


One small outfit here that has kept more 
free of the Communists is the so-called Re- 
form Group of the Democratic Socialist 
party. This ig a splinter that broke off 
from the main Democratic Socialist party 
last year when the latter joined Chiang’s 
Government and gave up its freedom. 


The Hong Kong refugees seem to be 
agreed on certain things, They believe the 
Chinese civil war is ruining the country 
and should be stopped. They are abso- 
lutely against Chiang Kai-shek, whom they 
consider beyond reform. They believe 
Chinese problems cannot be settled without 
a coalition government in which’ the Com- 
munists would, have a large share.

U.S. Judge in New York 
Orders Unions and Ship 
Owners to Resume Bar- 


— — 


NEW YORK, June 14 (AP)—A 
United States District Judge to- 
day enjoined a maritime strike 
until June 24, He ordered the CIO 
unions and shipowners involved 
to bargain “in good faith” mean- 


time. 

A nationwide strike has been 
threatened by seven unions on 
East, West and Gulf coasts and 
on the Great Lakes for some time 
after tomorrow midnight. Their 
contracts expire at that time. 

Meanwhile, in San Francisco, 
United States District Judge 
George B. Harris issued a tempo- 
rary restraining order forbidding 
a strike or walkout in West Coast 
shipping for the next 10 days. 

Almost simultaneously in Cleve- 
land, the Government asked for 
a federal court order ending the 
Great Lakes tankers strike and 
restraining lake seamen from tak- 
ing part in the threatened all- 
coast maritime walkout. 

The New York injunction names 
three of the unions involved and 
applies specifically to the East 
‘and Gulf Coast phases of the dis- 


pute. 
Cooling-Off Period. 

United States Attorney John F. 
X. McGohey said the 80-day cool- 
ing-of= period provided in the 
Taft-Hartley law began when the 
injunction order was signed. How- 
ever, this section of the law never 
has been interpreted by the courts. 


The injunction, issued on appli- 


cation of the Justice Department, 
was signed by United States Dis- 
trict Judge John W. Clancy. A 
hearing was set for June 18 to de- 
termine whether the injunction 
would be permanent. 


After the injunction was signed, 


an officer of the CIO National 
Maritime Union ordered full 
preparations to proceed with the 
strike, But NMU President Joseph 
Curran immediately denied the 


officer had the authority to order 


a strike. Earlier Curran had said 
the union would not defy the 
law. 

Suit Filed by Clark Aid. 

The suit was filed by Joseph M. 
Friedman, special assistant to 
Attorney General Tom Clark. The 
department acted under instruc- 
tions from President Truman, who 
said last Saturday a maritime 
walkout would affect the nation’s 
public health and safety. 

The injunction enjoins employers 
as well as the unions from inter- 
fering with shipping operations 
and requires them to continue 
present working conditions. 

These working conditions in- 
clude the maritime hiring halls, 
where the unions provided new 
employes for the shipping com- 
panies, 


The employers had demanded 


that the hiring hall system be 
eliminated on the ground the 


system violates the Taft-Hartley 
law, which bars the closed shop. 
The unions want the halls re- 
tained until they are ruled illegal 
by court action. 


FIRE CRACKER GUN SHOOTS 
DART, WOUNDS BOY IN HEART 


OAKLAND, Calif., June 14 (AP) | 
A 4-inch steel dart, fired from a 


crude gun, put 14-year-old Ralph 
Lane in the hospital yesterday 
with a heart wound which barely 
missed causing his death. The 
boy made the gun with a piece of 
quarter-inch pipe. He used fire- 
crackers for explosive force. 
Five times he loaded the barrel 
with a firecracker, lighted it and 
waited. Each time the firecracker 
sizzled but nothing else happened. 
On the sixth try the boy jokingly 
aimed the 30-inch-long barrel at 
his chest. He didn’t think it would 
fire this time either. But it did. 
The thin dart, contrived from a 
piece of wire and sharpened at 
one end, penetrated his chest 
wall. The point lodged in the 
heart muscle. It was removed at 
Permanente Hospital. 
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FAILURE ‘CRUELEST 
DISILLUSIONMENT’ 


Negro Petition for Passage for 
islation Sent to 
G.O.P. Leaders. 


PHILADELPHIA, June 14 (AP) 
—America’s 13,000,000 Negroes con- 
sider failure of the Republican- 
controlled Eightieth Congress to 
pass civil rights legislation their 
“cruelest disillusionment” since 
the Reconstruction era, the Na- 


tional Negro Council said yester- 
day. 

Edgar G. Brown of Washington, 
chairman and director of the coun- 
cil, said the declaration was con- 
tained in a petition to be sent to 
congressional] leaders. Brown said 
the petition was signed by 200,000 
persons throughout the nation. In- 
cluded in the petition is a de- 
mand for the ouster of Represen- 
tative Rankin (Dem.), Mississippi. 

The petition was addressed to 
Speaker Martin and Senator Taft 
of Ohio, chairman of the Repub- 
lican Senate majority committee. 

The petition says: 

»On behalf of the 200,000 signers 
of the National Negro Council’s 
civil rights petition addressed to 
you, we are constrained to urge 
again, one week before the sched- 
uled adjournment of Congress, im- 
mediate passage by the House and 
Senate of these long-promised civil 
rights measures in the Republican 
1944 platform. 

“The failure actually to bring to 
a vote the anti-lynch, FEPC and 
non-segregation and civil rights 
bills, either in the House or Sen- 
ate, after two years of overwhelm- 
ing control by the Republican 
party of the Eightieth Congress, 
will certainly be construed by 
13,000,000 Negroes as the worst, 
bitterest and cruelest disillusion- 
ment suffered by a patriotic and 
hopeful people at the hands of 
their friends since the abandon- 
ment of the Grant Force Act in 
the Reconstruction era.” 


SAM CARENZA CONVICTION 
IN COUNTY KILLING UPHELD

14— The conviction of Sam Caren- 
za. for the first degree murder in 
1946 of Otto Kopp, 71-year-old 
merchant at Manchester, St. Louis 
county, was affirmed today by 
Division One of the Missouri Su- 
preme Court. 

Kopp was beaten and ro d 
of $71 in his drug store and Fro- 
cery in Manchester, then carried 
by his assailants to living quar- 
ters above the store and left 
bound and gagged. Sebastian Joe 
Tomorchio, who was a witness for 
the state, testified Carenza beat 
the merchant with a pistol after 
they entered the store and or- 
dered soft drinks and cigarettes.

ALLAY FEARS 
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of this type could do little against 
the Russian forces of today. 
Air Force Weak. 

As for the French Air Force, it 
is virtually nonexistent. It has a 
hodge-podge of American and 
British planes, but there is almost 
no French aircraft production as 
yet despite earnest efforts on the 
part of the present government to 
undo the mess left behind by the 
former Communist Minister of Air 
and later of Armaments, Charles 
Tillon. 

Both the Army and the Air 
Force are in some ways worse off 
than they were when I wag last 
in France two years ago, because 
the American and British equip- 
ment they then had has been 
wearing out and has not been re- 
placed. 

The tragedy is that the French 
have plenty of manpower, good 
technicians, a thoroughly adequate 
system of training and of military 
schools at all levels. The person- 
nel problem would present few if 
any difficulties. What they need 
is equipment, weapons, which they 
cannot yet make for themselves 
and which they will not be able 
tq turn out in anything like ade- 
quate quantities for at least five 
years and probably much longer 
than that. 

So if we want whole-hearted 
French co-operation in rebuilding 
Europe we must give the French 
people the consciousness of ability 
to defend themselves in case of 
need. 

‘We can do that by providing suf- 
ficient heavy armament and 
equipment for 20 divisions, plus 
tactical airplanes sufficient to 
provide immediate air cover for 
such a force. 

What It Conld Do. 

Maybe this does not sound like 
much Of a force against 200 Rus 
sian divisions. But 200 Russian 
divisions in Russia are one thing. 
The number of divisions which the 
Russians could actually bring to 
bear in any move into western 
Europe is quite another. 

Long distance supply of large 
forces has never been the Russian 
dish. Moreover, they have the 
security of their whole vast land 
mass to consider, and if they in- 
vade western Europe they will cer- 
tainly do so at the risk of war 
with America and Britain, who 
possess full command ‘of the sea 
and of.world airlanes and there- 
fore a high degree of strategic 
mobility enabling them to launch 
attacks anywhere around the 
whole enormous perimeter of the 
Soviet Union. 

So considered, the presence of 
a French force of 20 fully-armed, 
equipped and highly mobile di- 
visions on the Rhine with the 
British Air Force over it might 
very well increase the risk factor 
in the Russian mind to a prohib- 
itive level. They can well be sure 
now that they can overrun western 
Europe at least as far as the 
Pyrenees. Give the French 20 
good divisions and they would nat 
be sure; at least they would not 
be sure that they could do it 
quickly, and that might make all 
the difference. 

Certainly the possession of such 
a force would make all the differ- 
ence to hesitapt and nervous 
French opinion, painfully conscious 
of present military nakedness. 

We should at once institute pro- 
posals for taking care of this state 
of affairs.
